The citizens of the Covina valley 


were surprised On Sunday morning by 
tho murder of Constable William E. 
Funkhouser of San Dimas by an un- 
known Mexican while the constable was 
attempting to take him into custody. 


The bandit was first discovered about 


4 o'clock Sunday morning by Mrs. Abe 
Blackwell in her apartment. She flash- 
ed on the lights and unarmed pursued 
the fleeing bandit, screaming at the 
same time. Mrs. Helen Powers Cervan- 
tes, in the adjacent apartment, awaken- 
ed her husband and both joined in the 
chase.' Constable Funkhouser was called 
to the scene and he and Cervantes 
began trailing the robber. Tho consta- 
ble had seen the robber only a few mo- 
ments before he had been notified of the 
robbery. 


Constable Funkhouser and Cervantes 


headed off the Mexican, who was found 
making his way east on the Santa Fe 
tracks, and as he was being relieved of 
loot that he had stolen he turned on the 
officer, wrested a gun away from him 
and fired two shots. The first shot pierc- 
ed the officer's coatsleeve and the sec- 
ond went directly through his heart. 


It was at this point that Cervantes, 


Constable Funkhouser was 50 years 


of age and had been in the service of 
Los Angeles county for nearly six years. 
He is survived by his widow and tea 
children, all of whom are living in Sari 
Dimas. Two of the sons, Glenn and 
Clare, and two sons-in-law, T. W. Boddy 
and J. B. Anderson, were members of 
the first formed posse. Tho constable 
was one of San Dimas' best liked citi- 
zens. Ho was a member of the Modern. 
Woodmen and Moose fraternal orders. 


Here is a description of the Mexican 


bandit: 


Height, about 5 feet 0 inches; weight, 


about 140 pounds; wearing blue over- 
alls and dark, muddy coat; has a scar 
near the mouth on the right of the 
face; probably without a hat. 


Belief has been expressed that the 


same Mexican also participated in the 
shooting of Police Frank Bedans at 
Corona a few weeks ago, and that the 
assassin knows the territory in which 
he is hiding. 
Cervantes told Sheriff 


Traeger that Constable Funkhouser had 
said before he died that the Mexican, 
was a "La Verne cholo."

have been combed by parties organized 
by deputy sheriffs, but no clow of the 
missing Mexican has yet been found. 


Early on Monday, Constable Hamblin 


of Amsa arrested a Mexican who fitted 
the description given of the murderer, 
but the man was later able to furnish a. 


managed to get the weapon away from 
the Mexican and hit him a savage blow 
on the head with the gun. As the ban- 
dit fled he fired at him. 


This fierce struggle occurred directly 


over the body of Constable Funkhouser. 
In the flight the Mexican lost his hat. 
Inasmuch as Cervantes took his gun 
:rom him it is believed that he is now 
unarmed. 


That the murderer was the same man 


who entered Cervantes' home was prov- 
ed, as Constable Funkhouser took Cer- 
vantes' watch and chain from the ban- 
dit a few minutes before the shooting, complete alibi.

The Wright Law 


The campaign for the adoption of the Wright prohibi- 


tion enforcement act by California voters at the November 
election is now in full swing. The preliminary organi- 
zation of the dry forces in Covina will be effected this 
week and it will then be the duty of those having the 
matter in charge to see to, it that the voters of the San 
Gabriel valley are made thoroughly familiar with the aims 
and workings of the act. 
If this is done systematically 


throughout the state there can be no question as to the 
outcome. The sole purpose of the Wright law is to enforce 
the highest law of the'land against organized criminals. 
It does not create prohibition in California, but it do«s 
adjust itself automatically to any changes congress may 
have the power and desire to make in the Volstead act. 


It requires no great political sagacity to interpret the 


present drift of thought and purpose in California concern- 
ing the eighteenth amendment, the Wright law, the boot- 
legger, and the agitation for wine and beer. All hands 
now admit that the principle of national prohibition is be- 
yond the reach of agitation. The wine and beer issue has 
no place in the Wright law campaign, because that prob- 
lem belongs exclusively to congress and the supreme court. 
But it takes on a peculiar importance in this state at this 
time because it helps to continue the confusion of the 
"wet and dry" issue with the issue of law enforcement. 


There is, however, one set of facts which cannot be mis- 


interpreted, and which makes it plain that the Wright law 
is purely an anti-bootleg measure. Half of the counties 
and more than sixty municipalities of California have 
adopted "little Volstead!' ordinances. 
The steady spread 


of this policy of local action against, lawlessness is the 
most significant political factor in California today. Tile 
movement is not confined to counties and tow;ns"which were 
already, ini the dry column. Some of the wettest in the 
state have adopted such ordinances. 


Marysville, in the heart of the Sacramento valley, is 


typical. In 1920, it voted two to one against the Harris 
prohibition act; less than a year later, at a referendum 
election, it adopted a "little Volstead" ordinance by a 
good majority. 
. 


Almost every week there is news of some new county 


or some new town that has joined the "little Volstead" 
ranks; and the reason given in every case is the same. It 
is not a question of "wet or dry" or of "beer and wine"; 
the issue is invariably the simple one: shajl public law and 
public decency prevail and the public safety be secure, or 
shall the community foster a foul brood of crooks, cheats, 
ex-convicts and miscellaneous lawbreakers who flout the 
law' and smear the community with a thick film of moral 
nastiness. 


Those "little Volstead" ordinances are the expression 


of moral revulsion against lawlessness, the heaving of civic 
nausea. The chief reason for their adoption is the fact 
that San Francisco has prevented the state from putting 
the Wright anti-bootlegging law into effect. 
Our efforts 


to join the rest of the nation in law enforcement have been 
frustrated by those who, under false pretense of campaign- 
ing for wine and beer, are giving first aid to the bootleg- 
gers. The Wright law, in character and purpose, is exact- 
ly the same as these local ordinances.

How important iron is to mankind 


ami what a prominent part it has play- 
ed in the advance of civilization" is 
discussed in the first issue of an elabor- 
ate series of monthly folders to be pub- 
lished by the First National Bank of 
Covina.

month some one of the natural resources 
which have made America rich, is to bo 
discussed.

(California Cultivator) 


A now and almost startling sugges- 


tion is made as to frost control. It is 
made by Bingham T. Wilson of Covina 
a long time observer of California wea- 
ther conditions and one who has a desire 
to protect California orchards without 
the .nuisance of smoke. 
Mr. Wilson 


writes to the Cultivator: 


"During the recent frost prevention 


at Covina I was deeply impressed by 
the general sentiment expressed in fa- 
vor of eliminating the smudge pot by 
bringing down the warmer air currents 
from above. There can. be little doubt 
that under normal conditions those cur- 
rents do exist, and even with a freeze 
like the one of the past winter, which 
took on somewhat the elements of a 
blizzard, the highest orchards were sav- 
ed by these, same warmer air strata, 
proof conclusive in favor of the me- 
chanical warming of our orchards. 
I 


have given this matter much thought 
and am convinced that this heat descen- 
sion can be successfully brought about 
by the use of explosives in the form of 
frost grenades. Bombs exploded at an 
elevation of 100 feet above or orchards 
will effectively drive the warmer air 
down and create artificial air currents 
that will assimilate with the colder air, 
thereby warming it all. This system re- 
quires but little expensive 
apparatus. 


A small bomb trap that would throw the 
grenade is about all, while the bombs 
themselves need not be expensive or ex- 
tensively used. Next winter I shall ex- 
periment and would like to enter into 
cooperation with whatever organiza- 
tions exist-in order that we may thor- 
oughly test its effectiveness and, if suc- 
cessful, present it to the farmer free 
from patent encumbrances and at the 
least possible expense. 


Bombing the air would have its ob- 


jectionable features, no doubt. During 
the process of bombing no orchardist 
could sleep, but then what orchardist 
can when the thermometer is at 27 de- 
grees and falling? An investigation will 
surprise you as to the comparatively 
small cost of bombing." 


This may not sound good to those 


who would sleep undisturbed, but as a 
matter of simple accomplishment any 
suggestion which would lead to the 
downfall -.if Jack Frost and do it fairly 
economically will be received by, the 
orchardists. One most hopeful feature 
of this matter is in the offers which Mr. 
Wilson is now receiving from the larg- 
est manufacturers, in the world; They 
write expressing appreciation of the 
suggestion and offering cooperation on 
the part of their scientific departments. 
Besides that we think we may count on 
the cooperation of all the small boys 
who dote on a real racket. 


San Dimas Dam Is 


Nearing Completion 


The San Dimas clam, one of the larg- 


est of the Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol projects, on which work has been 
in progress for over a year, is now rapr 
idly approaching completion. 


Doubtless many do not realize what a 


really stupendous job is being done in 
the canyon but a few miles from Co- 
vina, nor possibly what it will mean 
for the ranchers to conserve so great 
a body of water, and at the same time 
cut of! a flood menace from a rich and 
fertile district. 


The San Dimas dam is 140 feet high, 


M."i feet wide at the bottom and 11 feet 
at the top. In the construction of this 
•,'reat dam, 40,000 cubic yards'of con- 
crete were used. 


L. P. Grider has been active superin- 


tendent of the construction work since 
the beginning of operations. A crew of 
about 30 men has been employed, and 
the work has gone on very successfully 
and with little interruption except dur- 
ing the heavy rains. The men employed 
live in Pomona, La Verne, and San 
Dimas. 


The work on the dam proper is almost 


•omplete, but the spillway is still to be 
built, and it is expected that the work 
will be entirely completed by June 15. 
Mr. Girder and his men will then go to 
Warner's ranch in San Diego county, 
where Bent Brothers haw already start- 
ed work on the construction of a dam 
which will be larger than the San Di- 
mas dam.

For Frost Protection 


That Pomona i« to have the location 


of an experimental central heating plant 
for orchard protection from frost, un- 
der sthe auspices of the Sau Antonio 
Fruit Exchange and the Pomona Valley 
Frost Protective Association, was the 
announcement made by Z. T. Bell, pres- 
ident of the San Bernardino orange 
show. Mr. Bell is himself tie inventor 
of this heating plant and it fs'the' result 
of long experiment and observation of 
combustion problems while he was in 
the business of manufacturing gas. 


The announcement was made at a re- 


cent meeting of the Pomological Socic 
ty. 


The heating plant itself, he said, 


would cost about $1200 and the com- 
plete installation, with pipes that would 
heat both sides 'of the trees, would cost 
approximately $3000. It would not be 
necessary to pipe so completely, he said, 
and hence a satisfactory and adequate 
installation could bo laid for $2500, in 
his opinion. 


In response to questions, the speaker 


estimated that at the present cost of 
crude oil, that it would cost only $6 an 
hour in twenty degree weather to keep 
a grove at safe temperature. 


The heater is a down-blast oil burning 


outfit with pipe lines that radiate in all 
directions from the center of the grove' 
in which the heating plant is to be 
placed. 


Concrete pipe is recommended by Mr. 


Bell as being more durable than gal- 
vanized iron. The same pipe system that 
during the winter is used for heating 
can at other times of the year be used 
for irrigation, he seid. 


For a ten-acre grove it would take 


1400 feet of ten-inch pipe, 3100 feet of 
eight-inch pipe, and 3200 feet of six- 
inch piping, he said. 


With a fifteen horsepower motor to 


operate the fan the hot air would be 
circulated through the pipes in suffi- 
cient pressure and volume to displace 
all the air in the grove in ten minutes, 
and 98 per cent of the heat would'be 
actually used, not wasted. There would 
need be no smoke. 


The heater would burn about four 


gallons of oil a minute under low tem- 
perature conditions, but the burners can 
ae regulated so that either more or less 
can be consumed, and hence the degree 
of heat can be regulated to a nicety. 


"Your wife can run it," was the 


comment of Charles E. Needham of 
Glendora, president of the club,'.in com- 
menting on the ease with which" the 
plant can be lighted" anji op>ra;t88,'' ' " 


The hot air is distributed from • the 


furnace through the pipe system; and 
with removal of the caps at vents in 
short horizontal pipes at intervals, the 
grove is heated without any further 
delay or difficulty.

SYNOPSIS OF PLOT

love-sick poet, enters and delivers hit 
latent ode. (The music to which this i 
chanted in a fragment of genuine Greek 
music which haw been preserved to u: 
through the Romaua.) A messenger en 
torn and announces the arrival of tlu 
queen, who enters and iimpectM the work 
of her subjects. Anna, her sister, en

As Dido thanks Anna, the mes 
senger enters excitedly to report the 
approach of Venus and her attendants 
Venus tells1 Dido about the wanderings 
of Aeneas and. announces that Aeneas 
will soon appear at Carthage. Dido 
promises her assistance and Venus de- 
parts. Aeneas enters unobserved, anc 
seeing Thalia, begs for information re 
garding, the place and its inhabitants 
which Thalia gives, at the same time 
prophesying a safe Icanding for all his 
ships. Ilioneus, one of Aeneas' cap- 
tains, whom they thought to have been 
drowned, enters, and asks the aid of 
Dido. Aeneas, encouraged by the kind 
reception given to Ilioneus, steps for- 
ward and declares his identity. Dido 
promises aid, and invites all to a ban- 
quet. They are about to depart when 
interrupted by Achates, who has been 
examining the sculpture on the temple, 
and has found that it depicts the fall 
of Troy. He describes these scenes-, and 
two of them are enacted on the stage in 
rhythmic interpretations. 
The first is 


the combat of the Amazons, the second 
the mourning procession of the Trojan 
women bewailing the death of Hector 
and, imploring the aid of Athena. This 
last leaves Aeneas plunged in sorrow. 
Dido comforts him, and aummoning her 
court, proclaims a feast, giving an in- 
vocation to Jupiter, which closes the 
play. 


The speaking parts were entirely in 


Latin, and the 'fluency in the language 
of each character demonstrated the pa- 
tience both of the teacher and scholars. 


The purpose of a play such as this 


demonstrates the development of the 
memory and a Jiigh degree of concentra- 
tion on the part of the scholars, and 
they are to be congratulated for their 
success in making interesting a perform- 
ance in which the audience had to de- 
pend more on what they saw than what 
they heard.
